There were 17 members of the! 
hoard—six nominated by the rail- 
way companies, six by the railway- 
men’s Unions, four by railway 
users, and the chairman, Sir Harold 
Morris, K.C. The room in which 
the inquiry is being held is ludi- 
crously small for the purpose, 

Both sides vreferred to be repre- 
sented by their ’owr members 
rather than by professional advo. 
cates. The companies’ case was in 
the hands of Mr. W. E.,C. Lazenby, 
an official of the London, Midland 
and Scottish Railway, and. he was 
supported by Mr. W. V. Wood, also 
of the L.M.S. 

For the men, Mr. Marchbanks 
represented the National Union of 
Railwaymen, Mr. A. G Walkden, 
M.P., the Railway Clerks’ Associa- 
tion, and Mr. John Bromley, M.P. 
the Associated Society of Locomo- 
tive Engineers and Firemen? 

The claim of the railway com-

His view 
was that the first call on the indus- 
try was the maintenance of ade- 
quate salaries and wages and of 
employment consistent with econo- 
mic needs and commensurate with

Changed Conditions. 

In submitting these claims, Mr. 
Lazenby expresaed confidence that 
the companies could justify to the | 
full the relief which they were ask-! 
Ing the Board to grant. He ex- 


plained. that the basis of railway : 


wages and the exceptionally favour- 
able-conditions of service were set- 
tled in 1919 and 1920, when the 
railways were under Government 
contro] and in the period of optim- 
ism and high prices which followed 
the war, and that the resulting 
level of expenditure was too costly 
and the conditions of service too 
restrictive for the industry to bear 
in the vastly different circum- 
stances.of to-day. 

He showed that the 1913 wages 
and salarics bill waa £47,000,00; 
while the 1929 ill was £114,000,000 
an incrense of 267,000,000, or 143 
per cent., while the increase over 
pre-war in the cost of living was 
65 per cent. The volume of traffic 
in 1929 was less than pre-war. 

“Mr. Lazenby contended that the 
railwayman could no longer hope to 
maintain a favoured ‘position, but 
must accommodate himeelf to the 
economic position of the industry. 
Increased railway. charges would 
hinder, for they would not. bring 
back the travelling public or the 
trader. He asked, {ndeed, that the 
railway companies should be placed 
In a better position to concede re- 
ductions of rall charges where this 
would aid them to retain or recover 
traffic. 

If the companies’ proposals were 
accepted, they would result (he 
continued) in: an average wage 
rate of 51s. 11d. per week, which 
would leave a hetterment of 11s. 6d. 
per week over the figure of 40s. 6d., 
which represented the pre-war 
average rate Increased by 65 per 
cent.—the increase in the cost of 
living. 

The Guaranteed Week. 

Turning to the proposals regard- 
ing - conditions of service, Mr 
Lazenby said that these would in 
volve cancellation of the guaran- 
teed day and guaranteed week 
They, would also apply to overtime 
and put it on a weekly basis, and 
would prevent Sunday being treat- 
ed as a day wholly apart from the 
working week: They would also 
cancel tha ‘penalty rate in respect’ 
of night‘duty. °° |.

“The American orator Mr. W. J. 
once said that this world 
“was being crucified on the crosa of 
gold. I am sometimes inclined to 
think that the industries of this 
| country” are being crucified on the 
cross of national extravagance.” 

This remark was made by Sir 
Frederick Lewis when presiding at 
the general meeting of the Houlder 
Line, Limited, * at ‘63, Leadenhall 
Street, London. 

“One of the most distressing fea, 
tures of recent political develop- 
ment,” he continued, “was the ap- 
pointment of a Royal Commission 
to consider the working of the Un- 
employment Insurance “Act. A 
House of Commons conimittee had 
for months previously been inves- 
tigating this question, and must 
during that period have heen in a 
position to obtain al) the informa- 
tion required to enable the commit- 
tee to make recommendations for 
any necessary amendment of the in- 
surance scheme so that {t might be 
placed on a solvent basis. 

- "But. presumably because the 
Government is unwilling to incur 
the responsibiilty oa (iovernment 
should assume, the urgently needed 
action is deferred by the appoint- 
ment of a Royal Commission, and 
meantime the fund continues to run 
into debt at the rate of £80,000,000 
or: £40,000,000 ner annum till such 
time as the Royal Commission make 
report and their recommendations 
can be carried into effect, which 
will probably occupy the greater 
part of a year. 

Trade With The Argentine. 

“Heavy taxation. is largely the 
cause of incrensed costa of produc- 
tion, and high taxation is partly 
due to the manner in which the in- 
surance schemes have operated, al] 
of which aggravates the insurance 
problem.” - 

Sir Frederick said that the acti- 
vities. of the Houlder Line were 
largely concerned with the trade 
between Britain and South Ameri- 
ea, particularly the ee and 
added:

STABILITY. 


What She:Owes to 
‘. Her Railways. 


AMERICAN INVESTMENTS, 


In the course of an address on 
“Canada’s Economic Stability,” at 
the annual banquet of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Steel Construc- 
tion, Mr. E. W. Beatty, president 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
anid :— 

Much has een written, 
properly written, of 
achievement in the United States 
but much more could be said and 
written of Canadian railway ac- 
complishment. When we look 
back over a short period of less 
than fifty years and consider that 
at that time a small group of 
American, British ard Canadian 


and 


railway |' 


capitalists undertook to construct 
a trans-continental rallway through 
a country which was unknown and 
then largely unproductive, where 
difficult water-covrses had to be 
crossed, much heavy timber to be 
removed: and five ranges of moun- 
taina to be penetrated and travers- 
ed, it can scarcely be wondered 
that there was grave apprehen- 
sion that the whole enterprise 
would be almost immediately a 
complete and utter faflure. 
Happily, these fears were unwar- 
ranted. To me the construction 
of this railway, and its successful 
operation afterwards, will, always 
be the most notable railway 
achievement, not only in Canada 
but in North:America. 

As you know, we have a railway 
situation in Canada which is uni- 
que and, I think, without parallel 
in the world to-day. It consists 
in the main of two systems—one 
of approximately 23,000 miles, 
owned by the Government, and 


‘} Canadian Pacific, privately owned 


and operated, which, with its 
American subsidiaries, constitutes 
a syatem of over 21,000 miles. 


Comparison With U.S. 


In the size of their undertak- 
ings, the major railway systems in 
Canada, therefore, exceed in 
magnitude any existing American 
system, and we clain. with some 
justice that, in efficiency and ser- 
vice to the public, our tranaporta- 
tion systems compare favourably 
with thése of the U.S. The Cana- 
dian Pacific is a natural consolfda- 
tion of many lines after the initial 
trans-continental construction was 
completed. The Canadjan National 
is a consolidation compelled by the 
acquisition of these properties by 
the Government of Canada. We 
can, therefore, claim with reason 
to have solved the question of con- 
solidation in Canada, and, in spite 
of geography and distance, to 
have surmounted difficulties inci- 
dental to the operation of exten- 
sive mileages’ under one central 
control. 


Canuda’ to-day possesses rela- |. 


tively the same area as the Unit- 
ed States, but its population {5 
little greater than the combined 
populations of the citles of Chi- 
cago and New York. Obviously, 
it will occur to anyone. that a 
nation with so Hmited a number 
of people within its boundaries 
cannot’ adequately or speedily 
realise upon its natural wealth. 
Therefore, os you were many 
years ago, most Canadians, while 
admitting the necessity of restric- 
tions under present conditions 
which we believe’ to be temporary, 
are keenly conscious of the need 
of. increased settlement of new 
people to create new wealth and 
of capital to aid in their efforts. 
That this has not been unknown 
to you and that the American fin- 
ancial interests have had no lack 
of confidence in Canada’s future |’ 
is evidenced by the fact that ap- 
proximately three and a half bil- 
lion dollars of American money 
are invested in Canadian enter- 
prigo or Canadian securities,

as the newest “stowaway,” then: 
proposed “Our sea services.” 

Having thanked them for the 
honour they had done him, he 
spoke of the dependency of Bri- 
tain upon the seas. As master 
mariners they could lift up their 
hearts and hold up thelr heads, 
for it was by the skill and devo- 
tion of the men of the sea that 
Britain had her- life. But for 
them the nation would be in sorry 
case, whether in war or peace. 
Tt was a service that brought out 
oll the best and greatest qualities.

There were many 
things that he would like to say, 
and he hoped that-before he haul- 
ed down his flag altogether he 
might be able to do something 
towards waking up the country 
that everything — the whole sub- 
ject of Empire — depended upon 
the two great sea services. The 
brotherhood’ of the two sea ser- 
vices would, he hoped, continue to 
be most marked, for they recog- 
nised the merits of each other, 
and there was no jealousy be- 
tween them.

Sir Walter Runciman also re- 
plied to the toast, and said that 


J he recognised that he was speak- 


ing to:a community that repre- 
sented every phase of senman- 
ship.

Vice-Admiral Sir, — Robert 
Mansell, who also responded, said 
that while they were sitting in 
the beautiful interior of the 
Aquitania’ it seemed hardly pos- 
sible to visualise the extent of 
j the great vessel which would be 
joining the Cunard fleet within 
two, or three years’ time—a 
vessel practically 30,000 tons 
larger than that in which . they 
were gathered. He was sure one 
and all would join with him in 
wishing that the mammoth ship 
now building would regain for 
Britain the. coveted “Blue 
Riband,”. ‘ which the famous 
Mauretania had held for 20 years. 
(Applause). . 
Sir Robert questioned whether 
the administrators of the country 
were being wise in regard to the 
forces available for the protection 
of the Merchant Navy. At the 
beginning of the last war they 
had 180 cruisers, whereas now 


‘ with the same trade routes ex- 


tending over 80,000 miles, the 
number had been reduced | to 50 
cruisers. The question he desired 
to ask was were the Government 
bariking on there being no future 
wars. During the last struggle 
the Merchant Navy went to sea 
with. “both hands tied behind 
their back’ — they were then a 
bait — nothing more or less — 
and they finished with one hand 
still behind their back. What 
then was to be the position on the 
next occasion if a similar catas- 
trophe should come to pass? 


The toast of “Our Club” was 
ably submitted by Sir Burton 
Chadwick, who said that he need 
not express gratification amidst 
such a gathering to seafarers that 
the status of the Merchant Navy 
was daily becoming more estab- 
tished. That thought led him 
back to the question which Cap- 
tain Saunders had ‘asked him

SCHEME TO DEVELOP FOREIGN 
MARKETS. 

Communications have been sent 
out relative to a scheme to give 
manufacturers an opportunity to 
exhibit and advertise their pro- 
ducts in all parta of the world by 
the organisation of an systent of 
exhibition shins which would visit 
regularly the oorts of all those 
countries which include Great 
Britain's present and potential 
customers. 

4 company has been ‘formed 
for this purpose, of which Lord 
Auckland is managing director, tc 
be known as the British National 
Exhibition Ships. 

It is intended that the first ship 
to be sent on this exhihition and 
industrial misaton wil] sail in the 
early Spring, and visit the West 
Indies, South and Central America 
and the West Const of the United 
States and Canada. This route is 
identical with that to be followed 
by the Prince of Wales on his pre- 
sent tour. The vessel will carry 
displays'of alk British manufac- 
tured goods, and will be staffed by 
expert salesmen, who will intro- 
duce the goods at the various 
ports and canvass for orders, 18 
far as possible in the interior 
trade centres of each country | 
visited. 

It is: anticipated that by this 
means many markets will be tap- 
ped, and that industry in Great 
Britain wil] thereby recefve a con- 
siderable fillip. 

It is stated that already a large 
number of British firms have pro- 
posed to avail themselves of the 
advantages offered by the exhibi- 
tion ships the number of which 
will depend on the business offer-

AERIAL WAY TO (FINE FOR CONTEMPT 


AFRICA. 


‘Sir Pierre van Ryneveld|. Sequel 


Views. 

Colonel Sir Plerre van. Rynoveld. 
Director of Air Services in South 
Atrica, who, ‘by courtesy of the 
Union Government, was in Britain 
for some weeks placing his know- 
ledge of flying in Africn at the dis- 
posal of Imperial Airways in con- 
nection with the airline from 
Britain to South Airica-—the first 
sections of which are to be opened 
 shortly—left Britain on December’ 
26 to resume his official duties in 
South Africa, after having had con- 
suitations with Imperin! Airways, 
experts on every aapect of the new 
route. 

Summarising his, impressions as 
to the scope for this trans-African 
air line, Sir Pierre, who in 1920 was 
the first pilot to fly from Britain to 
South Africa, says:

EUROPEANS OF MADRAS GIVE 
SUPPORT. 


Madras, Jan. 31. 

Speaking to-night at che Madras 
beanch of the European Associatioa 
dinner at which the Governor was 
present, Mr, F, Birley chairman 
referred to the safeguards ina 
future constitution for India men- 
tioned by the Prime Minister at tho 
conclusion of the Round Table Con- 
ference. :

Memorial Hospital, Grand Rapids 
Mich, who exhibited his photo 
graphs to the American Assocta:

This new method of ascertain- 
ing sex of the unborn baby many 
weeks before birth Is expected to 
relieve the anxiety of prospective 
parents who -under present cir 
cumstances are impatient to know 
whether .their off-spring is a boy 
or girl. 

But No Choice. 

No hope is held out that the new 
method developed by Dr. ‘Menees. 
or any other known met’rod, can be 
used to assure the mother giving 
birth'to a chijd of the sex that is 
most desired by the parents. The 
sex of the child is determined at 
the very beginning of {ts prenatal 
life and seems to be dependent 

Jupon chance, Drs Menecs has 
made severn! successful diagnoses 
of the sex of unborn babies. 

The method consists of injecting 
in the surroundings of the unborn 
baby a small amount of concentrat- 
ed solution of strontium iodide. 
This relatively harmless chemical 
-hag the property of being relative- 
ly opaque to the X-rays and the 
fleshy parts of the baby as well 
as its tiny bones can be identified 
on the X-ray photograph. The 
effect of the injection fades after 
two or three hours and entirely 
disappears in a day. Dr. Menees 
calls the method “amfography.”’ 

More important to the physicians 
and the mother is the fact that 
amiography can be used to ascer- 
tain in doubtful cases whether a 
cacsarian section will be necessary 
in order that the child may be 
safely born. Tt will probably be 
used much more frequently for this 
purpose than for ascertaining sex. 

Human Voice Photographed. 

A photograph of the human voice 
is produced In one minute by a new 
rapid record oscillograph exhibited 
by the Bell Telephone Laboratories 
of New York. This machine can 
be plugged into a telephone line 
or connected to a microphone and 
out of it will come a wavy line re- 
cord that gives the exact charac- 
teristics of any voice, music .or 
sound from.zero to 8,000 cycles per 
second. 

Duraliumin wires of very slim 
diameter cast a shadow on the 
photographic paper and their 
vibrations set in motion by the 
voice current makes the record. 

Mr. A. E. Melhouse of the 
laboratories also demonstrated 
high speed relay that can switch a 
current in threo thousandths of a 
second. One vse for thia relay 
will be to silence a telephone line 
botween pauses in the conversa- 
tion. Less efficient kinds of siml- 
lar relays have been uséd on the 
trans-Atlantic telephone ctreuits. 
—United ‘Press.

SUIT BY EARL'S 
DAUGHTER. — 


Money Lost in Share 
Deals. 


INCOME “FLUTTER.” 


The dealings of an earl’s daugh- 
ter on the Stock Exchange wero 
mentioned in the King’s Bench 
Division recently during the 
hearing of an action which came 
betore Mr. Justice Horridge and 3 
special jury. ‘ 

The plaintiff, Lady Theodora 
Davidson, of Hampton Court 
Palace, and Queen Street, Mayfair 
claimed £680 moneys recelved, or, 
altornatively, the same amount for 
alleged breach of contract by the 
defendartts, Mr. Franck Schwab, 
Mr. N. G, Fowler Snelling, Mr. 
T. C. Gibson, Mr. R. W. Coit, and 
Mr. A. R. Daniels, trading as 
Schwab and Snelling, ‘stockbrokers, 
Throgmorton Street, E.C. 

Defendants denied liability. 


Sir Patrick Hastings K.C., and 
Mr. T. Mathew appeared for plain- 
tiff; Mr. A. T. Milled, K.C., Sir 
Albion H. Richardson, and Mr. F. 
van- den Berg represented . the 
defendants. 

Sir Patrick Hastings said that 
the ‘plaintiff, a daughter of the 
Earl of Albemarle, was suing by 
reason of the fact that defendants 


undertook to advise her properly 


with regard to investments in stock, 
but they failed to do so. 

She alleged that she was re- 
commended by a lady friend toa 
Captain Seeley, who was connected 
with the defendant firm. Jn June 
1928, plaintiff telephoned to Schwab 
and Snelling and asked for Cap- 
tain Sceley. She was told thay he 
was out. She explained that she 
wanted Captain Seeley to help her 
in dealing with her investments. 
and she was told that any orders 
she gave would be carried out. 


Transactions ‘in Dispute. 


The only two “transaction in dis- 
pute concerned deals in shares ot. 
the Decca Gramophone Company 
and Continental Waste Food Pro- 
ducts, After the telephone con- 
versation plaintiff received - from 
Captain Secley a letter, written on 
the firm's notepaper, saying ‘We 
aré specialists in our particular 
line and are able, trough our 
rather un{que system, to give more 
personal attention to our clients’ 
business than others.” 


From this letter Lady: Theodora 
concluded that Captain Seeley was 
an authorized employee of the de- 
defendant firm. Yelying upon hie 
judgment - plaintiff made invest- 
ments and lost her money. The 
defendants . now denied that Cap- 
tain Secley was in thei¢ employ or 
had thelr authority to act for them. 
Yet in a letter “the firra wrote to 
plaintiff they said: “We have 
summarily dismissed Captain Seeley 
from our service for highly un- 
satisfactory conduct.” 

Plaintiff; giving. evidence, safd }. 
that she had had no pines ex- 
perience. 

Mr. Miller:. Your were entering 
Into speculation: at: this time?— 
Not ‘at. all. l,was.going by the 
defendants’. memorandum, which 
‘distinctly aid down thnt they did 
not go In for speculation. 

Yet.you wrotet “1 wanted quick 
turn-over and you gave me lock- 
ups.” ‘What did you mean by 
that?—Captain Seeley told me that 
he could invest my money in such, 
A way,’ perfectly safely,. that it 
would. bring in bigger dividends 
than I had been receiving. : 

“Lock-Ups.” 

‘Plaintiff added that by “lock- 
ups,” a term she invented, she 
meant that the investments . Capt. 
Secley made for her were not ‘well- 
founded investments, but thinga of 
ths future, which meant specula- 
thon... :

The’ first of these is to let the 
engine begin its day’s work very 
slowly and gantly. It says much 
for the excellence of modern design 
and material that the habit of fac- 
{ng ar. engine on a cold morning to 
warm it up does not lead at once to 
costly breakdown It must inevit 
ably do 80 in the end, but it is re- 
markable for how long a good en- 
gine will support this treatment. 
This is no™excuse for one of the 
worst crimes against good ma 
chinery, but an undeserved favour. 


Battery Strain. 

After a cold night, even without 
frost, the of] ir the sump, bearings. 
and cylinders has congealed to an 
extent that mnkes the preliminary 
revolutions very heavy work, and 
throws a serious strain on the bat- 
tery. I am certainly not one of those 
who believe that 2 battery in 1930 
costing somewhere abort £6 or £7, 
an incegral part of a modern en- 
gine, should be relieved of one of its 
main functions on the grounds that 
doing work for ‘which it'is designed 
is bad for it, but I am compelled to 
admit iat, unill we get a far more 
efficient and durable kin.J, it is wise 
to let it off lightly in Winter. The 
theory is all wrong, but the prac- 
tice preys, . | . 

Before Starting.

This develops 
a thud on medium revs, when pull- 
ing, but it disappears at slightly 
higher speed, und also decreases as 
the enginer warms up.

It seems evident thut the com- 
pression in No 4.cylinder is het- 
ter than the rest, this possibly be- 
ing caused by you having done a 
better valve job on’this cylinder, or 
to the rings being a better fit, To 
check for piston ring leak, the en- 
gine should be run until it fa 
thoroughly warmed up. Stop thé 
engine and then turn it over slowly 
with the crank handle, listening at 
the breather for a hissing syund 
which’ {ndicates the amount‘of gaa 
getting past the rings. New rings 
are likely to leak slight until they 
get worn into position, and if the 
test shows ring leakage, the condi- 
tion may improve after the car haa 
done a few hundred miles. After 
a long perlod of service the seata 
of the valves are upt to become 
slightly concave, and when in this 
condition it is almost impossible to 
get a perfectly gas-tight seat. You 
will doubtless have noticed the 
condition of these seats when grind- 
{ing In. If they sre at all concaved, 
they should be faced up in a special 
grinding tool and the cylinder block 
seats should be reamed. The knock 
may be caueed by a loose rear main 
bearing or to a misaligned-connéct- 
ing rod. Check for these condi- 
tions.—Ex.

When overheating is 
chronic and constant apearance of 
rust in the water drained off the 
system proves that the trouble is 
due to the scale, the most important 
step is to clean the block of the en- 
gine. The most satisfactory wav to 
do this is to remove the. block and 
clean out the jackets directly. with 
boiling water. A-simpler process, 


and one that should be tried first, ia|' 


to put a flushing olution of one 
part’ of commercially. pure muriatic 
acid to every twenty of water. into 
the cooling system, and then let the 
engine idle with spark restarted 
until It overheats. . This. will boil 
the contents of the Jackets, which 
can then be drained off. - .

, pany will merely be the nolding unit 

«for trade marks, ete. Contracts 
foe the new Atlas brand have al- 
ready been placed, half with the 
United States Rubber Co., and half 
with the.B. F, Goodrich Co. 

Nation-Wide Service. 

These five companies — cover 
practically every State, and there is 
no doubt but that thein entry into 
the tyre business means a radical 
dislocation of former methods of 
retailing tyres. In addition to 

_ selling the tyres at ihe service 
stations owned ar controlled by the 
Standard companies and by dealers 
who only sell Standard petroleum 
products, the new tyres will be 
offered in wholesale lote to indepen- 
dent dealers and garages. The 
price at which the Jatter will be 
able to sell tyres will be slightly 
ubove the prices asked by Sears, 
Rochuck and Montgomery . Ward, 
the yrent mail-order houses, so that 
no direct competition is expected

pharmaceutical products. 

Qther Denlers Watching.

motorist has been dependent on the 
service station, the garage, th. 
avayside store, ete., for the servic- 
ing of tyres with air, Now he may 
turn to these for complete tyre ser- 
vice.

PEDESTRIANS.

respondent in your, last issue points] ‘ 


out how the rights of pedestrians 
may te affected—not directly, but 
none the less effeectively—by the 
proposed Highway Code, through 
forcing him te use the footpath, 
where there is one, instead of the 
roadway. 

Ide not think many persons will 
quarrel] with the view that where a 
proper footpath is provided pedes- 
trians otyht to use it, although this 
involves an ubridgement of their 
present rights. But is your cor- 
respondent ‘quite right when he 
goes on to say that hoth law and 
common sense will in the future 
hold drivers justified in sdying, 
when .an accident occurs to a 
pedestiian on x road provided with 
a fovotpath, “Since 1 knew there was 
a footpath, I was not looking out 
for pedestrians and I am not to 
tlame for not seeing him.” 

In the first place, may not’ the 
pedestrian be able, to justify walk- 
ing on the roadway on the groinds 
urged by Mr. Boss in the case re- 
ferred to ‘by your correspondent, 
viz., that the footpath was in a bad 
atute, so that it was not reasonable 
to expect him to use it? In the 
second place, will not a driver be 
still obliged to look out ‘for pedes- 
trians who are in the rondway, not 
for the purpose of walking alony it, 
but. of crossing’ it? 

I venture to think that both law 
and common sense will still concur 
in asserting that motorists must 
eontinue to keep a lockout for 


pedestrians If they want to escape], 


responsibility, civil or eriminal, for

Dear Sir,—Your Legal Corres- 
pondent, discussing the pedestriana’ 
rights under the new Highway 
Code, says that,if a pedestrian chose 
to waik on the road when’a foot- 
path was provided, a driver would 
be éntitled to plead: “Since I knew 
there wag a footpath I was not Jook- 
ing out for pedestrians, and it is 
the plaintiff's own fault that I did 
not sce him until too late to avoid 
him.” 

“Surely the purpose of the Code is 
to make walking safer for those 
who observe it and not more dan- 
gerous than at present for those 
who fail to observe it. If it were 
to’have the latter result it would be 
far better to have no Code at all. 

Failure to observe the Cade will 
not be a criminal ofence, and any- 
one, through absent mindedness or 
tiredness, might easily break the 
Code, particularly in the first twelve 
months of its operation. The 
punishment under ‘such circum- 
stances should not be excessive risk 
of death or injury. A driver who 
killed or injured a pedestrian in- 
fringing the Code would still be 
lable to prosecution for dangerous 
or careless driving, ‘and 1f he plead- 
ed “I was not looking ou‘ for pedes- 
trians” he would be self-convicted.
